2. The fee shall be collected at single location only within each stretch. 

3. When the same mechanical vehicle has to cross the said stretch of the National 
Highway more than once in a day, the user shall have the option to pay the fee for the 
multiple trips at the rates specified in the applicable Schedule while crossing the gate 
in the first trip itself or when the same mechanical vehicle has to use the said four- 
laned stretch frequently for the entire month, the vehicle owner may obtain a monthly 
pass on the payment of charges equivalent to thirty single rates applicable to it, as 
specified in the said Schedule.

00 Defence vehicles, including thos^t eligible for exemption in accordance 
with the provisions of the/indian Toll (Army and Air Force) Act, 1901 (2 
of 1901,) ami the rules made thereunder (as extended to Navy); 

(iii) Police vehicles, Fire-fighting vehicles, Ambulances, Funeral vans. Post 
and Telegraphs Department’s vehicles and the Central Government or the 
State Government vehicles, on duty.

S.O. 99(BV-Whereas, vide notification of the Government of tafia in the erstwhile Ministry 
of Surface Transport (Roads Wing), number S O. 78 (E), the dated 4 th February, 1999, 
issued under section 11 of the National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 Of. 
1988), the Central Government entrusted the stretch from Km 18.800 - Km. 93.00 
(Delhi/Hniyaiia Border to Haryana/Uttar Pradesh Border) in the State of Haryana and 
from km. 93.00 to km. 479.00 (Haryana/Uttar Pradesh Border - Kanpur Section) of 
National Highway No. 2 in the State of Uttar Pradesh to the National Highways 
Authority. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the National 
Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with rules 3, f and 11 of fee National Highways 
(Fees for the Use of National Highways Section and Permanent Bridge - Public Funded 
Projects) Rules, 1997 and sub-rule (2) of rule 3 of fee National Highways (Rate of Fee) 
Rules, 1997, and in supersession of the notification of the Government of India in fee 
then Ministry of Road Transport and Highways, No. S.O. 500(E) dated 7 th May,2002 
except as respects things dbfie or omitted to be done before such supersession, the Central 
Government hereby notifies feat there shall be levied and collected, in perpetuity, by the 
National Highways Authority of India, departmentally or through private contractor who , 
may be appointed on the basis of competitive bidding, a fee on mechanical vehicles for 
fee use of fee four-laned stretch from 18.800 - Km. 108.90 (fiadarpur to Kosi Section) of * 
National Highway No. 2 in the State of Haryana and Uttar Pradesh at fee rates specified 
in the Schedule annexed hereto.

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Notes: - 

1. The collection of fee shall commence within thirty days from the date of 
publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

. The fee shall be collected at single location only within the stretch. 

. When the same mechanical vehicle has to cross the said stretch of the National 
Highway more than once in a day, the user shall have the option to pay the fee for 
the multiple trips at the rates specified in the Schedule while crossing the gate in the 
first trip itself or when the same mechanical vehicle has to use the said four-laned 
stretch frequently for the entire month, the vehicle owner may obtain a monthly 
pass on the payment of charges equivalent to 30 single rates applicable to it, as 
specified in the Schedule aforesaid. 

Explanation. - “day” shall be counted as a continuous period of twenty-four 
hours. 

4. The following types of vehicles shall be exempted from the fee specified in the 
Schedule namely: - 

(i) vehicles, - * 

(A) having “VIP” symbols; or officially belonging to - 

(a) the President of India; '■ 1 

(b) the Vice - President of India; 

(c) the Governor of a State or the Lt. Governor of a pnion Territory; 

(d) a Foreign Dignitary on State visit to India; 

(e) a Foreign Diplomat stationed in India using cars with “CD”/ “CC” 
number plates; 

(f) the Chairman of Rajya Sabha or the Speaker of Lok Sabha or the 
Chairman of a State Legislative Council or the Speaker of a State 
Legislative Assembly or a Minister for the Union or State, or Leader of 
Opposition in Lok Sabha or Rajya Sabha or a State Legislature having 
the status of Cabinet Minister, if he is sitting in the vehicle; or 

(g) a Member of Parliament, in the entire country, or a Member of 
Legislative Assembly of a State or a Member of Legislative Council of a 
State, in the respective State, if he produces his identity card issued by 
the Parliament or the concerned Legislature of the State, as the case may 
be; 

(B) belonging to the winner of a Gallantry award such as Param Vir Chakra, 
Ashok Chakra, Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti Chakra, Vir Chakra and Shaurya Chakra, 
if such awardee produces his photo, identity card duly authenticated by the 
Competent Authority for such Award; 

(ii) Defence vehicles, including those eligible for exemption in accordance with 
the provisions of the Indian Toll (Army and Air Force) Act, 1901 (2 of 
• 1901) and the rules made thereunder (as extended to Navy); 

(iii) Police vehicles, Fire-fighting vehicles, Ambulances, Funeral vans, Post 
and Telegraphs Departments vehicles and the Central Government or the 
State Government vehicles on duty. 
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5. The rates of fee, the categories of vehicles exempted from payment of fee and the 
name, address and telephone number of the authority to whom complaints, if any, 
should be addressed, shall be conspicuously and prominently displayed 500 
meters ahead of the toll booth, 100 meters ahead of the toll booth and at the toll 
booth also, in English, Hindi and the regional language of,the area in which the 
stretch is .situated and the height of the display boards and size of letters being 
such that it is easy for drivers to read the display boards. 

6. No fee shall be levied and collected from a mechanical vehicle, which is not 

’ covered by the said Schedule. ,
